Re: Letter of Reprimand 


On December 12, 2017 at 2340 hrs., you conducted a public service call at the request of a 
person who claimed to be a Harper College student. This person provided you with 
information that was on his phone displaying an e-mail that was purported to be from a 
Harper College instructor that authorized the student to gain access to the instructor’s office 
to exchange a test. You did not question the authenticity of the e-mail and you did not ask for 
identification of the person to verify that he was a Harper College student. You escorted the 
person to the instructor’s office, provided him access and the person was allowed to switch 
tests under your supervision. 

Only after the person came back into the Police Department and admitted to the dispatcher 
that he gave you a false name, did you begin to question the validity of the e-mail first shown 
to you by the person. 

Your initial lack of investigative action brought discredit to yourself and the Harper Police 
Department. 

This is in violation of the Harper College Police Department Policy Manual. Policy 321.5.7 
Efficiency (b) in part:

Unsatisfactory work performance including, but not limited to, failure, 
incompetence, inefficiency or delay in performing and/or carrying out proper 
orders, work assignments or the instructions of supervisors without a reasonable
